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Callan, Beermann Contrast

The Dividiiiii 
Point 


It is hoped that between now and the 
November election, the people of the First 
Congressional District come to know well 
tDoth candidates for election to the House. 
'T he edge in familiarity must be given to 
Ralph Beermann of course, since he is the 
incumbent and has thus rcf eived more at­ 
tention. But Clair Callan of Odell is seek­ 
ing a House po.st for the second time and 
should be better acq uainted than he was in 
prior contests. 
It is important that voters know both 
candidates because they offer a de a r con­ 
trast. It can be granted that both are sin­ 
cere 
and 
that 
both 
have ability but from 
that point on, the two 
have nothing in com­ 
mon The simple q ues­ 
tion for the electorate to decide is which 
m an it wants for the office. Beermann 
must be given little advantage because of 
his seniority as he is so far out of step 
with the rest of Congress that he could 
be there the rest of his life and still have 
little influence. This, of course, makes him 
neither right nor wrong in w hat he believe.s 
and no one should vote for Callan simply 
because 
Beermann 
represents 
such 
a 
minority in Washington 
If voters think Beermann Is right, they 
should support him, even though it may 
be a losing eanse in the nation’s eapital. 
But It is hoped that people take the time 
to understand what these two men stand 
for in national and international affairs. 
Beermann is in complete and absolute con­ 
flict with all the current trends in govern­ 
ment while Callan is in good harmony with 
them. 
There is danger in try ing to get the 
issue between the two men down to a m at­ 
ter of one word such as conservative and 
liberal. Better is to look at those things for 
which the two men stand and their philo­ 
sophical approach to affairs of government. 
Beermann does not hide the fact that he is 
opposed to government activity in 
j us t 
about all phases of our national liie. 
★ 
To show any intellectual integrity , Reer- 
mann would have to he opposed to those 
programs such as tederal highway match­ 
ing funds, .school aid to federally irnjiactcd 
areas, aid for stream pollution control, wel­ 
fare aid and many others that are now 
an integral part of lib* in Nebraska and 
throughout the nation. We cannot conceive 
of one single government program, outside 
of the establishment of the armed forces, 
of which Beermann could he in sincere 
agreement. Internationally he is an isola­ 
tionist who would, if he could, cut us off 
from relations with nations tar and wide. 
He is opposed to trade ex pansion as it has 
been passed with large majorities by both 
branches of Congress and his answer to 
communism would unq uestionably be an 
ultimate military one. 


When it comes to any further effort 
on the part of government to meet the 
problems of the nation and to assume its 
role of an international leader, Beermann 
is uncq uivocably opposed. This is no dis­ 
credit to Beermann as he is certainly en­ 
titled to believe what he wants to believe 
but it is inconceivable that the thinking 
oi \eb ra sk a is in tune with Ilepresentalivc 
Beermann. Our farm ers all participate in 
federal farm programs, our schools use 
k'deral funds in ail sorts of way s, our 
cities build streets wilh .id per cent federal 
aid and cry for more, Nebraska com m u­ 
nities are loaded with sewage disposal plants 
and hospitals erected with federal money 
and we lean heavily on the federal govern­ 
ment to meet our welfare obligations. 


★ 
We build airports with federal aid and 
we fight tooth and toe-nail for federal subsi­ 
dies for airline service which we can't 
support on a legitimate patronage basis. 
We scream to high heaven and ex ert every 
ounce of political pressure we can when 
any tederal move toward efficiency has a 
tendency to pinch our own pocketbooks or 
adversely affect our profits. 
We want our land conserved and our 
floods controlled with federal mmney . We 
want our recreation areas provided by 
I'nele Sam and our meat guaranteed safe 
hv him. Most of us even have his stamp 
of approval on the home we live in be­ 
cause he stands behind the loan that made 
it possible for us to make the purchase. In 
short, we take the q ueen's penny but lack 
the courage, integrity and intelligence to 
admit it. 
Yes, intelligence, and that is the most 
important of all. Because these things that 
are done by the government are construc­ 
tive and meaningful. 
Where would we be to­ 
day if all these activ- 
ties by the government 
w e r e 
discontinued? 
Our {irogress would be .set back by decades 
and our standard of living drastically re­ 
duced. Callan is not an ex tremist w'ho pro­ 
poses to turn the federal government into 
a gostapo but he recognizes the wisdom of 
a people working together through their 
government for the greater welfare of all. 
He recognizes the strength of unity and re­ 
sponsibility of mankind to look bey ond self. 
Callan is in harmony with government 
as it is functioning in these day s and in 
harmony with the endless variety of way s 
in whii’h the people of Nebraska them ­ 
selves have shared in the fruits of these 
functions, (’allan is as our people have 
shown themselves to be while Beermann is 
as many of them say they are. It the elec­ 
torate reacts from conviction rather than 
fancy or pojiularity , Callan should win with 
a landslide.

If the NFO could not obtain relief after 


32 day s of a campaign it has to be scored 
not UN a defoat, but as a dcsfi’iplion of 
the magnitude of the prol)lem.

Every 
real concern that troubles the farm fire­ 
side remains. Sooner or later such will have 
to be confronted again. It would a painful 
error to consider the matter otherwise.

Highway Program Scandal 
From Tbe Denver Post 
A shocking story of immorality and dis­ 
honesty on the part of some of the nation’s 
highway officials and employ es was por- 
traved Mondav evening on David Brinkkn's 
Journal KOA-NBC» . 
With the help ot ne\v>j):iper editors who. 
m many ca.ses. brought highw ay scandals to 
light, Brinkley made these charges concern- 
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mg the Interstiite Sy stem: 
There ha.s been w idespread proliteenng 
on land purchases for the svstem, in some 
cases by state road officials themselves. 
Inspection ol the q ualitv of workman­ 
ship iias been sadly deficient. Back ot tliiy 
is a story ot political jiressure and bribery 
Contractors have thereby been permit­ 
ted to use shoddv construction procedures. 
One Florida case was cited in which 
aU 
water was mix ed with cement, instoiid of 
fresh water. This produced weak concrete 
and added a built-in corrosive for steel used 
in the project. 
Bad planning has created roads which 
go "nowhere." 
The interstate Sy stem has produced 
graft estimated at SIDO.UOO per mile of eun- 
struction. 
Capping the climax was an interview 
with Rex Whitten, federal road administra­ 
tor, who reiused to accept the word "theft” 
in connection with the facts produced. Steal­ 
ing. he said, is "sin” and "w e’re all against 
sin.” 
Whitten prefers to call these merely 
“ irregularities” By whatever he calls them, 
tiiey smell. New investigations appear to 
be in order. It appears that manv state 
iiighway departments have insufficient su­ 
pervision. It appears, further, that the U S. 
Bureau ot Public Hoads isn’t doing its job 
of making sure that tax dollars are hon­ 
estly spent.

him inadvertently to use fuel 
from two sources, a sp ace 
agency sp okesman rep orted 
Friday. 
Reduce Talk 
The radio gabfest did not 
p revent a sensationally suc­ 
cessful mission. But on future 
sp ace trip s, “We will make a 
definite effort to reduce the 
amount of talk on the astro­ 
naut frequency,” said Lt. Col. 
John Powers of the National 
Aeronautics and Sp ace Ad­ 
ministration. 
The p roblem of too many 
p eop le on the air waves was 
brought out during Schirra’s 
discussions with his fellow as­ 
tronauts and engineers as this 
recovery ship steamed toward 
Hawaii. The Kearsarge is due 
Saturday. Schirra will trans­ 
fer immediately to a p lane 
and fly to Houston, Texas. 
Schirra was quoted as say­ 
ing in the p rivate conference: 
“ You need some quiet time 
up there.” 
He comp lained that every 
time he had to start thinking 
about adjusting the sp ace cap ­ 
sule’s 
attitude 
controls 
or 
some other p art of the system, 
somebody on Earth broke in 
on the radio. 
Heard Everyone 
In addition to messages ad­ 
dressed to him directly, he 
could not help hearing the 
talk of tracking stations and 
everyone else on the network. 
“Even if two p eop le are 


Australia, the astronaut hears 
them,” the sp okesman said. 
At one time when Schirra 
was studying the drift p ossi­ 
bilities of his cap sule, he was 
told that Quito, Ecuador, had 
requested greetings to South 
America.

all.”
